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‘Destructive’ 
pylons plan 
toppled - but 
fight goes on

PLANS to put up hundreds of electric¬ 
ity pylons across the Kent countryside 
have been blocked by the Government. 

Campaigners feared huge swathes 
of land, including Areas of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty (AONB), would be 
blighted by the 150ft pylons. 

Proposals from the National Grid 
would have created a generation 
scheme at Dungeness with power lines 
running across the county and strad¬ 
dling the countryside of west Kent. 

Although a route had not been con¬ 
firmed, Protect Kent, the county’s 
branch of Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE), said it was aware of a 
plan for lines to run from Rowden near 
Croydon through to Lydd. 

But these have been scuppered after 
they failed to survive a government 
strategic review. 

National Grid spokesman Anthony 
Ouarrell said: “We had an agreement 
to connect the proposed generation 
scheme at Dungeness C. However, the 


scheme did not make it through the 
Government’s strategic review on fu¬ 
ture nuclear power stations.” 

While Protect Kent campaigners 
were celebrating the announcement, a 
spokesman said plans for a line of pylons 
in east Kent was still on the agenda. 

“We are extremely pleased to hear 
of the west Kent pylons scheme being 
abandoned by National Grid. It is won¬ 
derful that this area of beautiful land¬ 
scape is not going to be destroyed by 
rows of massive pylons, however, we 
must maintain our vigilance. 

“The line of pylons from Canterbury 
to Richborough still seems to be on the 
agenda so we really need to pressure 
National Grid to rethink their plans. 

“I also find it unbelievable that we 
are still no closer to undergrounding 
new pylons as so many other European 
countries are now doing. 

“For a progressive country such as 
ours to be unwilling to spend a small 
sum of money to ensure our landscapes 
retain their natural beauty is unthink¬ 
able, and shows National Grid is putting

profit before people.” Protect Kent said 
cables should be laid underground, 
something the National Grid claims 
will cost £22 million per kilometre in¬ 
stead of the equivalent overhead line 
cost of £1.8m/km. 


But research carried out by the environ¬ 
mental campaign group found the cost of 
underground lines was £3.5m/km. 

National Grid stuck by its argument 
that underground cables would be too 
costly and that overhead lines were 
quicker to repair. 

Spokesman Mr Quarrell added: “Brit¬ 


ain is facing what has been dubbed ‘the 
energy challenge’. 

“With many power stations due to 
close in the coming years, new energy 
infrastructure must be built to ensure 
people continue to enjoy the safe, secure 
and reliable energy supplies to which 
they have become accustomed.” 


National Grid is responsible for offer¬ 
ing new connections to network opera¬ 
tors that want to generate electricity or 
need a high-voltage supply. 

Last month, defence secretary Dr 
Liam Fox stated his opposition for tow¬ 
ering overhead pylons to be built across 
the country.

Mums-to-be face closure of 
birthing units in NHS review

FEARS have been raised over potential changes to 
birthing facilities in east Kent, with critics questioning 
the future of maternity services across the county. 

Four options have been put forward by an NHS re¬ 
view group, including ending pregnant women de¬ 
livering at birthing units in Dover and Canterbury. 

Although antenatal, postnatal and community 
services would still be available, expectant mothers 
would have to travel to either the QEOM in Margate or 
William Harvey in Ashford to have their babies. 

A new £300,000 midwife-led facility is due to open 
in Thanet, located within the QEOM which has a tra¬ 
ditional consultant-led service. 

During a meeting of the health overview and scru¬ 
tiny committee at Kent County Council last week, Cllr 
Nigel Collor, who represents Dover town, warned that 
women could end up “having their babies delivered at 
the side of the road by paramedics on motorbikes” as 
they tried to reach a place to give birth. 

“What assurances can we have for the wider serv¬ 
ice of east Kent? There are a lot of unanswered ques¬ 
tions,” he added. 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, also on the health overview and 
scrutiny committee, said he was becoming increas¬ 
ingly concerned with capacity and the wider issue of 
maternity across the county. 

The review, led by a Maternity Services Review 
Group and involving temporary suspension of births 
at Dover and Canterbury units in January, was driven 
by the aim to have a higher rate of midwives to births 
- at 1:28, to allow one-to-one care during labour. 

Folkestone GP Dr Sarah Montgomery, who chaired

the review, said midwife to birth ratio varied from 1:9 
in units in Dover and Canterbury to 1:40 in the con¬ 
sultant-led unit at Ashford, which deals with the most 
complex deliveries. 

“Before the temporary closures on average there were 
five births a week at Dover, seven at Canterbury, 56 at 
Margate and 70 at the William Harvey,” she said. 

“Births at the stand alone units in Canterbury and 


Dover have been declining for the past five years.” 

The four options put forward by the review group 
were to: 

■ Maintain all facilities including births at Canterbury 
and Dover and open Thanet hospital midwifery-led 
unit. Cost £2,126,667. 

■ Maintain all facilities including births at Canter¬ 
bury. Stop births at Dover. Open Thanet hospital mid¬ 
wifery-led unit. Cost £1,475,241. 

■ Maintain births at Dover but not at Canterbury. Open 
Thanet hospital midwifery-led unit, cost £1,355,320. 

■ Stop births at Canterbury and Dover, open Thanet 
hospital midwifery-led unit. Cost £700,468. 

Dr Montgomery said: “The Maternity Services Re¬ 
view Group believes that offering the choice of giving 
birth at two hospitals is the safest, fairest and most sus¬ 
tainable option for the long-term future. 

“By changing services in this way, it will be possi¬ 
ble to provide every woman with one-to-one care in 
labour. It also means parents still have a choice about 
the type of birth they want - a home birth, a low inter¬ 
vention birth at a midwife-led unit, or at consultant- 
led unit for those mums at higher risk.” 

A three-month public consultation is expected to 
start next month to consider the options. 

Cllr Alan Willicombe, who is on the health overview 
and scrutiny committee, said: “Not long ago we had 
a consultation about Maidstone (maternity services) 
and came to a decision that unfortunately was not lis¬ 
tened to or upheld by the government inspector. 

“I’m questioning the value of the consultation. I 
would like to ask that for this consultation the NHS 
makes sure they are hearing what people are saying 
and that they do not overweigh the report in their fa¬ 
vour with findings that are sometimes questionable.”

Who does he think he is? War story 
a sombre note in funny man’s past

COMEDIAN Alan Carr received 
some shocking home truths 
when exploring his Kentish 
roots for a BBC One show. 

The camp comic was the star 
of Wednesday night’s popular 
Who Do You Think You Are? 
show, but the discovery his 
great grandfather Henry Carter 
was a World War One deserter 
was no laughing matter. 

Mr Carter fled the 33rd Divi¬ 
sion of the British Army shortly 
after signing up in 1915, and 
moved with his wife Annie to 
Crayford, near Dartford, where 
he changed his name to Rich¬ 
ard Mercer. Their eight sons all 
fought in World War Two. 

Dr Sandra Dunster of the 
University of Greenwich was 
filmed with Carr at the Centre 
for Kentish Studies in Maid¬ 
stone, where she showed evi¬ 
dence of her findings, includ¬ 
ing documents confirming 
his great grandfather’s name 
change as well as a period pho¬ 
tograph of the Vickers weapons 
factory in Crayford, where he 
worked during the war. 

Dr Dunster said: “Finding out 
a family secret like this can be a 
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difficult experience for anyone 
to go through. 

“Alan has a reputation as 
a funny man, and he is very 
warm and engaging in person. 
He used his humour to deal 
with the situation and put me 
at ease in front of the camera. 

“He asked a lot of intelligent 
questions, showing an interest 
in the historical context, and 
was a delight to work with.” 

Carr - the son of former 
Maidstone United manager 
Graham Carr - would have 
been wise to keep a low profile 
upon his return to the town 
following comments he made 
about its residents in 2008. 


The stand-up star branded 
Maidstone racist, sexist and 
homophobic, adding that its 
audiences were the worst he 
had faced. 

“They hated me,” he said. 
“It was full of homophobic, 
narrow-minded morons. And 
it wasn’t just me; if you were 
black or Asian you got abuse.” 

Despite his criticism of the 
town, Carr was more than hap¬ 
py to return so he could learn 
more about his family history. 

Earlier this year Strictly 
Come Dancing judge Len Good¬ 
man, who runs a dance studio 
in Dartford, also appeared on 
the show and was surprised to 
discover his ancestors were so 
poor they were sent to a Victo¬ 
rian workhouse. 

Dr June Balshaw, princi¬ 
pal lecturer in history at the 
University of Greenwich, said: 
“The great thing about this se¬ 
ries is that it encourages people 
to find out more about the hid¬ 
den histories of their families. 

“When you get your hands 
dirty in the archives you can 
start to interpret data and lo¬ 
cate it within broader social 
and historical contexts.”

**Bomb scare by school 

BOMB disposal teams carried out a controlled 
explosion on a package left near the Diocesan of 
Payne Smith Primary School in Canterbury. 

The object, which was discovered by an 
off-duty police officer in Broad Street, at about 
1.15pm on Wednesday, forced an evacuation of 
the immediate area. 

The bomb disposal unit carried out a control¬ 
led explosion just before 4pm, and people were 
allowed back into their homes at about 7pm. 

**999 targets missed 

AMBULANCES are only meeting their target 
response times in a handful of locations in Kent. 

The South East Coast Ambulance service 
(SECAmb) is failing to meet the Government's 
goal of responding to 75 per cent of category A 
call-outs within eight minutes in seven areas in 
Kent between April, 2010, and March this year. 

Despite this, across the county, the average 
ambulance response time was six minutes and 
40 seconds, with SECAmb reaching 76 per cent 
of all its call-outs inside the eight minute period.

Schools to 
take more 
control of 
their cash

THE rising number of academies has pushed 
Kent County Council to “tipping point”, forcing 
the authority to hand over Government funds 
directly to headteachers for schools to buy their 
own services. 

Education chiefs said it would help create a 
level playing field, where maintained schools 
will have the same control over their funds as 
academies from April next year. 

Cabinet member for education, Cllr Mike 
Whiting, said KCC had spoken with its schools 
about them each taking responsibility for buying 
services which were previously provided directly 
thorough the authority and paid for centrally 
out of the Government grant. 

“If agreed, this will allow greater parity be¬ 
tween community and academy schools’ fund¬ 
ing and give them some of the extra financial 
flexibility, choice and independence offered by 
academy status,” he said. “Also, by moving serv¬ 
ices to a traded basis it will mitigate the effects of 
schools converting to academy status.” 

The latest Department for Education fig¬ 
ures showed 49 of 101 secondary schools had 
changed to academy status, with a number of 
primary schools now following suit. 

Academies are given state funding directly 
which they use to buy services, such as support 
for special education needs, teacher recruitment 
and catering, from providers, including KCC. 

Fears were raised last year that once the 
number of academies had pushed KCC to “tipping 
point” - when it is uneconomic for the council

to provide services automatically to maintained 
schools - KCC would have to run as a service 
provider, competing with other businesses, with 
less funding for schools in its control. 

But Cllr Whiting said there were a range of ed¬ 
ucational services KCC had a statutory responsi¬ 
bility to provide for children, whether or not the 
school chose to become an academy. 

The council has launched EduKent to provide 
all schools with the support services they require 
by a team of headteachers. 

“The decision whether to apply for academy 
status is a matter for individual governing bodies 
to consider. However, schools do not necessar¬ 
ily need to change status to benefit from many 
of those freedoms which are available to acad¬ 
emies,” said Cllr Whiting. 

“KCC is committed to working with all schools 
across Kent irrespective of their status. We see all 
schools and academies as part of the Kent family 
of schools and what matters the most is making 
sure children and young people get the best start 
in life and are able to fulfil their potential.” 

Education experts first expressed fears last 
year that KCC may be forced to change the way 
it provided services. 

The growing number of academies has now 
pushed the council to the feared “tipping point”.

Police defend UK’s highest ‘no 
crimes’ rate for rape offences 


KENT Police has defended 
itself from criticism of the 
high number of rape claims 
dismissed as ‘no crimes'. 

Figures released by the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers (Acpo) reveal that 
Last year 30 per cent of rape 
claims in Kent - the highest in 
the country - fed into the ‘no 
crime' category. 

The vast majority of rape 
claims classed as ‘no crimes' 
in England and Wales are 
due to a force obtaining clear 
evidence that a rape did not 
take place, but many are also 
down to alleged victims failing 
to substantiate their claims. 

Campaigners from charity 
Women Against Rape say this 
does not mean a crime did not 
take place, adding that the high 
figures are "insulting" and send 
out a "terrible message". 


But Kent Police said the 
method of ‘no-criming’ - which 
forms part of the Flome Of¬ 
fice’s accounting rules - has 
nothing to do with how seri¬ 
ously the force investigates 
allegations of rape. 

A spokesman said: "It is un¬ 
fortunate that use of the term 
has been interpreted negative¬ 
ly in some cases, there have 
even been misleading sugges¬ 
tions that it shows police do 
not take rape seriously. 

"Everyone who reports rape 
is treated with dignity and 
respect and is taken seriously. 
Kent Police has a high convic¬ 
tion rate, and of the cases that 
go to court 72.5 per cent result 
in prosecutions." 

The Acpo figures come four 
years after an in-depth review 
of the way rape allegations are 
handled by police and prosecu- 


pendent Advice, said: “One of the reasons a lot of 
good secondary schools have become academies 
is they do not need the support that KCC has to 
find for all schools. 

“Taking funds away puts more pressure on the 
schools left that really need the extra resources. 

“Academies are financially better off than state 
schools. The trade-off is the appropriate support 
from KCC but that support is to be cut dramati¬ 
cally through the loss of funding.” 

He added: “Kent has been left with a rump of 
secondary schools many of which have prob¬ 
lems and need extra resources to support them 
which don’t exist because funding has been 
given to academies, which are already success¬ 
ful schools.”

SHE conquered the South Pole 
with seven brave women by 
her side, but now adventurer 
Felicity Aston is going solo in a 
bid to become the first female to 
cross Antarctica alone. 

The 33-year-old, who lives 
in Birchington, will attempt 
1,700 km in 70 days, with no- 
one but herself and the harsh 
environment for company. 

Speaking to KoS during train¬ 
ing for the gruelling ski trek, she 
admitted the loneliness was al¬ 
ready worrying her. 

“The biggest challenge will 
be my mental state. I’ve got to 
keep my mind busy. Boredom 
is the worst thing and trying to 
keep a positive mental attitude 
is important,” she said. 

“This is totally different to 
what I have done before - it’s 
the first expedition I’ve done on 


my own, which makes it a lot 
more dangerous.” 

In December, 2009, Miss As¬ 
ton successfully completed the 
Kaspersky Lab Commonwealth 
Antarctic Expedition, where 
she led a team of seven women 
from different Commonwealth 
countries to the South Pole. 

“I’m already missing the 
girls and I know that although 
one person getting ready for an 
expedition is a little easier than 
eight, it’s daunting knowing 
I’ll be on my own,” she said. 

“Having said that, there is an 
appeal of having Antarctica to 
myself. ” 

But Miss Aston admitted she 
was more vulnerable this time 
around. 

“Where in a team someone 
will notice if you are struggling 
or acting funny, I will have to 
be aware of that myself - that 
worries me. 

“I have to make sure I’m

more cautious; I have to be 
concentrating 100 per cent of 
the time and make good deci¬ 
sions. It’s unnerving.” 

She added: “The training I’m 
doing at the moment is all about 
increasing stamina with low 
intensity training such as long 
slow jogs and pulling tyres.” 

Miss Aston is working with a 
psychologist who will track her 
behaviour through podcasts as 
part of a study. 

“He’ll be able to see the im¬ 
pact of such a trip on a person. 
I’m going to try experiments 
with my mind, for example, if I 
think of scenes from the seaside 
continuously, I could start to 
hallucinate those images. 

“In previous trips I’ve had 


hallucinogenic experiences. 

“You know it’s not real but 
you can see yourself walk¬ 
ing through a valley or on a 
beach.” 

But the intrepid explorer, 
who already has a long list of 
adventurous expeditions un¬ 
der her belt, said she is looking 
forward to the trip, called the 
Kaspersky One Trans antarctic 
Expedition. 

She is leaving Kent on No¬ 
vember 2 and will start skiing 
in Antarctica 10 days later.

Adult social care charges to rise 


MORE than 5,000 elderly and 
disabled people will soon find 
out how they will be affected by 
plans to raise the cost of provid¬ 
ing adult social care in Kent. 

The county council wants to 
increase the amount of avail¬ 
able income taken into account 
when working out how much 
to charge a person, while also 
asking mental health patients 
to contribute for the first time. 

It also plans to include day 
care and transport as part 
of the services that can be 
charged for, in an attempt to 


save about £2.9 million a year. 

More than 6,700 residents, 
carers, MPs, councils and NHS 
staff responded to a 12-week 
consultation into the propos¬ 
als, and a report containing a 
summary of their views will 
be discussed by KCC cabinet 
members on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 19. 

The report concludes that 
Cllr Graham Gibbens - cabinet 
member for adult social care 
- should make the final decision 
after taking into account the 
views of the adult social care 


and public health policy over¬ 
view and scrutiny committee, 
which meets the following day. 

A KCC spokesman said: 
"Improving healthcare means 
people are living longer, more 
people need social care serv¬ 
ices than ever before, and many 
are choosing to live at home for 
as long as they can. 

"However, there is less mon¬ 
ey in the public sector and less 
coming from central govern¬ 
ment. No-one will be asked to 
pay more than an assessment 
shows they can afford."

Rural ‘not-spot’ areas 
to miss out on £2.5bn 
BT broadband upgrade

TELECOMS giant BT says it 
cannot solve Kent’s broadband 
troubles alone, despite an¬ 
nouncing faster speeds for an 
additional 160,000 homes and 
businesses in the county. 

The telecommunications 
firm plans to upgrade 13 more 
exchange areas in Kent as part 
of a £2.5 billion superfast-fibre 
broadband programme, but 
the funding is unlikely to ben¬ 
efit people currently living in 
rural ‘not-spot’ areas. 

Last month Kent County 
Council received a £10 million 
grant from the Government to 
help, but the cash falls some 
way short of the £42 m i ll ion 
needed to ensure 90 per cent of 
homes in the county have ac¬ 
cess to the best internet speeds. 

The latest BT upgrades - 
which include improvements to 
exchanges in Gillingham, Maid¬ 
stone, Ramsgate, Broadstairs 
and Whitstable - are due to be 
completed by autumn 2012. 

BT South East regional di¬ 
rector John Weaver said: “We 
have long said reaching the 
largely rural and remote ‘final 
third’ will require a partnership 
approach, and we welcome 
the fact the Government has 
recently allocated funding for 
these more challenging areas. 

“BT has the strength and 
commitment to deliver large- 
scale broadband projects and 


we want to play a leading role 
in bringing faster technologies 
to our rural communities. 

“As our investment demon¬ 
strates, BT is playing its part 
in delivering faster broadband 
across the UK - but there 
needs to be a collective effort 
to ensure no part of Kent is 
left behind.” 

KCC entered a bid for the 
full £42m from the Broadband 
Delivery UK fund last May but 
was left disappointed when 
the Government overlooked it 
in favour of three smaller bids 
from Norfolk, Wiltshire, and 
Devon and Somerset. 

About seven per cent of 
households in Kent have no 
access to broadband services 
of any kind, while 40 per cent 
are unable to achieve fixed-line 
transfer rates of two megabits 
per second.

Wells is the worst ‘not-spot’ 
for broadband in the UK, with 
download speeds up to five 
times slower than the national 
average. 

But despite the gloomy out¬ 
look, Cllr Roger Gough, KCC 
cabinet member for business 
strategy, said the BT funding 
was a step in the right direction. 

He added: “The arrival of 
superfast broadband is a very 
important development and 
represents a significant invest¬ 
ment for Kent. 

“This news further supports 
KCC’s ongoing commitment to 
ensure homes and businesses 
in the area have access to the 
benefits of next-generation 
broadband connections.” 

The BT upgrades will take 
the number of Kent homes 
and businesses benefiting from 
superfast broadband to more 
than 500,000. 


ROADS 

Syrup sticking point 
for motorists after 
spillage on the A20 

DRIVERS were Left in jam after a Lorry spilt its 
Load of syrup across the busy A20 between 
Ashford and Hythe.

"But what is odd, is the Lorry driver was still in 
his cab - he had the curtains drawn, music play¬ 
ing and he wouldn’t open up even for the police."

Tree surgeon caused 
worker’s horrific injury 

A TREE surgeon has been fined after an em¬ 
ployee suffered severe injuries when his trouser 
leg was caught in a tree stump grinder. 

Davyd Dyer, 30, suffered a broken leg, 
severe muscle injuries and was hospitalised for 
several weeks when his employer, Richard 
Curteis, left the machine running without being 
at the controls. 

Curteis, trading as Aspen Tree Services, was 
prosecuted by the Health and Safety Executive 
over the incident on September 29, 2010. 

He pleaded guilty to breaching the Health and 
Safety at Work Act and was fined £5,000 and 
ordered to pay costs of £3,679. 

The injuries Dyer's sustained mean it is 
uncertain whether he will be able to continue 
working as a tree surgeon.

Obesity league of shame reveals 
overeating crisis in two districts

SHOCKING new figures have ex¬ 
posed the increasing 
problem of obesity 
k in parts of Kent 
r where almost a 
* third of adults are 
| overweight. 

Medway and 
Swale were named 
and shamed in a 
Department of Health 
survey as two of four local author¬ 
ities in the country with worrying 
obesity levels, well above the na¬ 
tional average of 2 3 per cent. 

The average level predicted 
across Britain by 2030 is 30 
per cent - but the two Kent ar¬ 
eas have already reached the 
staggering figure. 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of 
public health for Medway, ad¬ 
mitted that although obesity was 
a countrywide issue, the estimat- 
. ed figures showed that Medway 
' ‘ had a particularly high rate. 

She said the trust was trying to 


combat the problem with specialist 
weight management courses, exer¬ 
cise referral schemes and holistic 
one-to-one support. 

“We also do preventative work 
with young children and families,” 
she said. 

“This includes MEND (Mind, Exer¬ 
cise, Nutrition, Do It!) schemes for 
children and their families, commu¬ 
nity food projects, and we are work¬ 
ing with schoolchildren through the 
Our Medway: Counting Down to 
2012 project to make healthy eating 
and activity integral parts of the 
primary school curriculum.” 

Jonathan Sexton, assistant direc¬ 
tor of public health for Canterbury 
and Swale, said: “Obesity is a com¬ 
plex problem to tackle because very 
often unhealthy habits have become 
away of life. 

“High levels of obesity are often 
found in areas of deprivation and are 
also linked to a person’s emotional 
well-being and mental health. 

“NHS Kent and Medway has been 
working hard to tackle levels of 
adult obesity in Swale and commis¬ 
sions a range of services that can 


help support people to lose weight.” 

In adults, a person is considered 
obese if their bodyweight is at least 
20 per cent higher than it should be. 

If Body Mass Index (BMI), a meas¬ 
ure derived from height and weight, 
is between 25 and 29.9 a person is 
considered overweight and if 30 or 
more, obese. 

According to NHS figures, obesity 
has tripled in England in the last 20 
years. 

Last month it was revealed that 
child obesity in Dartford was at a 
shocking level with 22.7 per cent of 
year six pupils - aged 10-11 - con¬ 
sidered obese, much higher than the 
national average of 18.7 per cent. 

The number was also high in 
Gravesham, at 19.9 per cent. 

A spokesman from NHS West Kent 
said the trust was working with Dart- 
ford and Gravesham councils to 
invest in a healthy living scheme.

Clegg won’t take 


LIB DEM leader Nick Clegg is refusing to take the 
blame for his party’s disastrous collapse at last 
May’s local elections. 

Support for the party crumbled in districts 
across Kent, with councillors losing six seats 
each in Canterbury and Shepway, five in Seven- 
oaks and four in Medway. 

Mr Clegg has been heavily criticised for his 
role alongside the Conservatives in the Coali¬ 
tion, and for backing controversial policies such 
as the increase in university tuition fees. 

But following a private meeting with party 
supporters in Maidstone, the Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister told KoS he was not solely to blame for the 
drop in support. 

“We took a collective decision to enter into a 
coalition,” he said. “It wasn’t just me deciding on 
my own; we all met in a great big warehouse and 
voted on it. 

“Of course, I understand how painful it is when 
councillors lose their seats, particularly through 
no fault of their own, but do I think it was wrong 
to step up to the plate and put national interests 
before the party’s? No I don’t. 

“Just because we’re having a hard time one 
year does not mean we will continue to do so for¬ 
ever. It was always inevitable that a party used 
to being in opposition was going to have its ups 
and downs in Government, but we are still in the 
early stages and I sense that even people angry 
with the Coalition do at least accept there are no 
quick fixes for whoever is in power.”

During a visit to meet party faithful in the county, leader Nick Clegg 
tells Steve Knight he will not take sole responsibility for the Lib Dems’ 
collapse in May’s local elections and says it is time to look to the future

The failed referendum was one of many is¬ 
sues discussed at Maidstone’s Grange Moor Ho¬ 
tel last week - a meeting originally scheduled 
for last month but which was put back as a re¬ 
sult of the riots. 

“I wanted to keep my word and come to 
Kent because the Liberal Democrats have been 
through a rollercoaster ride over the last year,” 
said Mr Clegg. 

“We’ve had to make a lot of difficult and down¬ 
right unpopular decisions but I think we are do¬ 
ing the right thing for the long-term benefit of 
the country. 

“It’s important to listen to people’s concerns 
so as we move on over the next four years we get 
things right.” 

There are currently no Liberal Democrat 
MPs in Kent, nor have there ever been any. 
However, the Lib Dems are the main opposi¬ 
tion party to the Conservative-led Kent County 
Council and maintain a healthy presence in 
several district councils despite the loss of seats 
at the local elections. 

Some local activists believe the party should 


focus more on local government success than in 
Parliament, but Mr Clegg said he did not think 
the two were separable. 

“If you win council seats then it’s easier to win 


seats in Westminster, and vice versa,” he said. 

“We’ve taken a huge knock in Kent but it’s 
time to dust ourselves down and move forward 
confidently together.”

Making a lasting difference 
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SOLDIERS from the county have 
taken on a complete change of scene 
and duties this summer, heading 
almost as far south as you can get 
before reaching Antarctica. 

Members of Woolwich-based 
2nd Battalion Princess of Wales’s 
Royal Regiment have travelled 
‘down south’ for tough training in 
the mountains and valleys of the 
Falkland Islands, off the coast of 
South America. 

Battalion members, known as 
‘The Tigers’, are taking their turn 
as the islands’ Roulement Infantry 
Company (RIC), providing security 
during a four-month stint in the 
harsh Falklands winter. 

Eight thousand miles from UK, 
on the other side of the world, they 
have been helping guarantee the is¬ 
lands’ safety during the battalion’s 
first detachment to the Falklands 
since 2006. 

The battalion recruits heavily 
from Kent and across the South 
East, and the regimental head¬ 
quarters are at Howe Barracks in 
Canterbury. 

In UK their primary role is public 
duties in London, providing cer¬ 
emonial guards for Buckingham 
Palace, the Tower of London and St 
James’s Palace, among other glam¬ 
orous locations. 

However, they recently swapped 
ceremonial uniforms for combat kit 
and cold weather clothing to cope 
with the driving winds, snow and 
heavy rain of the Falklands winter 
- a far cry from the sunshine of the 
Royal Wedding where they were 
street liners. 

Pomp and pageantry have given 
way to their current role to provide 
a ‘Quick Reaction Force’, guard 
security installations, patrol across 
the islands, and maintain a power¬ 
ful British presence. 

In line with British Government 
policy, British forces remain in the 
islands following the 1982 Falk¬ 
lands conflict, to help guarantee 


the islands’ safety and support the 
islanders’ wish to remain UK sov¬ 
ereign territory. The 1,200-strong 
British Forces Garrison, which 
makes up British Forces South 
Atlantic Islands, is based at Mount 
Pleasant Complex, 27 miles from 
the capital, Stanley. 

At the same time, the Falklands, 
with their daunting terrain and 
challenging climate provide a su¬ 
perb training environment for all 
three services, which will stand any 
British soldier in good stead for op¬ 
erational service in Afghanistan. 

The rugged mountains, extensive 
moorlands, wild ocean and remote 
beaches offer fantastic potential for 
realistic exercises, helping to hone 
their versatility, above all operat¬ 
ing in harsh winter weather, com¬ 
pared with the sweltering summers 
of Afghanistan.The Battalion saw 
service there in 2008-09, winning 
several awards for bravery. 

Within relatively short distanc¬ 
es, the infanteers have found them¬ 
selves thrust into demanding tacti¬ 
cal scenarios, including live firing, 
patrolling across mountains and 
valleys, conducting beach land¬ 
ings, and practising helicopter- 
borne assaults. There has also been 
the chance to work with the RAF’s 
latest Typhoon jets, ’spotting’ 
targets for them during exercises. 

The stay has by no means been 
all work, however. They have 
had the chance to get close up 
to the exotic wildlife on remote 
beaches, including penguins and 
sea lions, tour the islands’ olde- 
world capital Stanley, and visit the 
battlefields where their Army pred¬ 
ecessors fought the conflict nearly 
30 years ago. 

Following their return to UK, 
the Tigers will get a spot of leave, 
before returning to public duties in 
London and preparing for next 
year’s challenges: supporting the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee and Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympics.

Nicholas attended Minster 
College before joining the Army 
in 2005 and since then has been 
to Afghanistan, Cyprus, jungle 
training in Belize and Army skiing 
in France. He and his wife Jo have 
two children, Esmay and Renea. 

He said: "The harder we train the 
more effective we are operation¬ 
ally, and the Falklands provides a 
superb training environment. 

"They also offer a great chance 
to see some unique wildlife and 
tour round the islands."

Charity denies putting 
saved foxes in danger

AN ANIMAL welfare charity 
has fired back at pro-hunting 
campaigners who claim the 
organisation is putting foxes’ 
lives in danger. 

The internet-only Fieldsports 
Channel claims to have footage 
which proves injured foxes 
nursed back to health by the 
Pembury-based Fox Project 
have been released near a free- 
range chicken run in woodland 
near Maidstone. 

Presenter Charlie Jacoby says 
the predators will die as a result 
of the practice, either through 
being shot by angry farmers or 
starvation due to them not 
knowing how to hunt. 

However, Fox Project direc¬ 
tor Trevor Williams denied the 
allegations and says footage on 
the site is of a foster pen that 
foxes were not released from. 

He added: “The Fox Project 
does not have a release pen in 
Maidstone, nor do we release 
where there is vulnerable live¬ 
stock. It’s illogical - why would

we invest time and money rais¬ 
ing cubs on the bottle only to re¬ 
lease them where we might ex¬ 
pect them to be shot or snared? 

“We do, however, have fos¬ 
ter pens situated in the broader 
area, where cubs are raised re¬ 
motely by rural householders, 
farmers and smallholders in or¬ 
der to maintain their wildness 
prior to transfer to designated 
release sites. 

“These pens can only be 
reached or seen by someone 
deliberately trespassing deeply 
onto private land and not by an 
innocent dog walker who just 
happens to have both still and 
video cameras on his person, 
and who knows precisely 
which publications might be 


interested in the results.” 

The Fieldsports Channel is a 
half-hour weekly internet show 
about hunting, shooting and 
fishing in Britain. 

Earlier this year TV property 
expert Phil Spencer, from Lit- 
tlebourne, near Canterbury, 
was branded a “bloodthirsty 
killer” for shooting a deer in 
front of the website’s cameras. 

Mr Jacoby said instances of 
foxes being released near live¬ 
stock happen “over and over 
again” in the countryside. 

He added: “Releasing foxes 
in the countryside is nuts; re¬ 
leasing them next to a free- 
range chicken run is danger¬ 
ously idiotic; and feeding them 
on dog food before you do so is 
just plain cruel. 

“It’s not a nice thing to say, 
but there are lots of foxes. Our 
responsibility to pets is to the 
individual pet, but with foxes 
we are talking about wildlife. 

“Our responsibility to wild¬ 
life is to the whole species, and 
foxes do not need restocking.”

Internet pom root of riots, says MP 


INTERNET pornography has 
been blamed for contributing 
to the "moral erosion" that 
caused last month's riots. 

Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
Conservative MP Gordon 
Henderson said unrestricted 
access to the web and a lack of 
parental responsibility had 
created an "everything is free" 
mentality among a minority of 
young people. 

The grandfather-of-seven is 
member of a cross-party group 


which last week announced 
the launch of a Parliamentary 
inquiry into online child 
protection. 

He said: "The danger of the 
internet is the slow seeping of 
access to porn images that 
slowly erodes the moral fibre 
of young people, which in turn 
adds to social problems. 

"Much of what we saw with 
the rioting and looting was due 
to a breakdown in morality. 

"Easy access to the internet 


just reinforces the message 
everything’s free and you never 
have to work for anything." 

Mr Henderson added paren¬ 
ts also needed to take more 
responsibility in monitoring 
their children’s internet activity. 

The inquiry will take 
evidence from parents, child 
protection experts, internet 
gurus, and bosses of Britain’s 
largest internet providers. The 
group will report its findings 
to Government in November.

Hop across the Channel 
for a property bargain 


DESPITE the worldwide economic 
uncertainty, recent figures suggest 
the British dream of moving abroad 
is still very much alive and kicking. 

According to the latest report 
from Rightmove Overseas, during 
the month of July searches for over¬ 
seas properties by Brits topped the 
two million mark for the first time 
in the property portal’s history. 

And our neighbours across the 
Channel still enjoy huge popularity, 


with three spots in the report’s top- 
10 climbers being taken by France:

Schoolchildren haven’t got a prayer

PRAYERS, hymns and parables 
have long been a staple of Eng¬ 
lish school life no matter how 
religious the schoolchildren or 
their parents actually are. 

Yet according to new re¬ 
search, almost two-thirds of 
pupils do not attend a daily act 
of collective worship as Gov¬ 
ernment legislation requires. 

The BBC study also reveals 
that 60 per cent of people are 
not in favour of enforcing the 
law to ensure young people 
continue to receive regular 
messages from the Bible. 


Director of education at the 
Diocese of Canterbury, the 
Reverend Nigel Genders, said 
that it would be a mistake to 
do away with religion in 
schools entirely. 

He said: “In a Church of Eng¬ 
land school, the worship and 
the coming together of pupils 
and staff is a means of under¬ 
pinning the values of Christi¬ 
anity and of telling the stories 
those beliefs are based on. 

“I would argue that those 
values are strong enough for 
the whole community, and not 
just church schools. You can’t 
force anyone to worship but 
what we would encourage is a 


period of time to reflect on the 
meaning of life, on other people 
and of the universe. 

“Children who have a broad¬ 
er understanding of the world 
often do better than those who 
focus solely on curriculum sub¬ 
jects like English and maths. 

“People should have the op¬ 
portunity to be exposed to oth¬ 
er views and understand what 
in our country has been a long 
heritage of Christian tradition 
that we have built on.” 

According to the study - car¬ 
ried out by the research and 
polling organisation ComRes 
- families without children in 
the household (39 per cent) 


feel more strongly than those 
with children (30 per cent) that 
the requirement for a daily act 
of worship in schools should be 
enforced. 

Older people are also more 
likely to want it enforced, with 
51 per cent of over-65s com¬ 
pared to just 29 per cent of 18- 
24-year-olds. 

Ian Bauckham,head teacher 
of Bennett Memorial Diocesan 
School in Tunbridge Wells, told 
the BBC he thought the law 
was out of date as schools had 
neither the time nor the space 
to hold daily acts of collective 
worship. 

But he added: “It would be 


completely wrong to say let’s get 
rid of them altogether because 
they don’t fit our modern world’. 
That would be misguided and 
would be like throwing the baby 
out with the bathwater. 

“You also have to recognise 
that people who work in schools 
have found a lot of subtle and 
sensitive ways to respond to 
people’s backgrounds. 

“I don’t think many would 
be so crass as to give lots of 
prayers in a school where the 
majority come from different 
backgrounds. 

“That would just be stupid.”

Building up a bleak future 

The countryside and greenbelt are under threat from the Government’s 
new planning framework proposals, argues Protect Kent’s Jamie Weir 


THE National Planning Policy 
Framework: A developers’ 
dream and a conservationists’ 
nightmare. 

I’d imagine that none of you 
will have read the National 
Planning Policy Framework 
(NPPF). 

If you have a spare few 
hours and don’t mind read¬ 
ing fairly large and dry docu¬ 
ments, then I’d advocate 
working your way through it, 
because to be quite honest if 
you read it first-hand I have 
no doubt the document itself 
will put more of a compelling 
case against the NPPF than I 
ever could by simply telling 
you about its contents. 

This is a document that is 
not grounded in the planning 
system, nor has any real care 
or respect for the countryside. 

It is essentially a message 
from the Chancellor George 
Osborne that developers have 
carte blanche to coat our beau¬ 
tiful landscapes in concrete. 


By moving to a planning sys¬ 
tem that is significantly weak¬ 
er than our current one, and 
which resembles that of Greece 
and Ireland, are we really ex¬ 
pected to believe it is going to 
help the economy and environ¬ 
ment of our nation? 

I’ll let you answer that ques¬ 
tion for yourself. 

This document is going to 
be incredibly damaging to our 
countryside in many ways. 

It will require local authori¬ 
ties in Kent and across the 
country to allocate significant¬ 
ly more land for housing than 
is actually necessary. 

In places such as Tunbridge 
Wells, the planning minister 
Greg Clark’s own constitu¬ 
ency, this will likely require the 
local authority to either build 
on greenbelt land, or otherwise 
‘redraw’ these boundaries. 

There are already ominous 
rumblings that this may hap¬ 
pen in a number of places with¬ 
in Kent. 


However, whilst the green¬ 
belt is likely to suffer, much of 
CPRE Protect Kent’s concern 
is grounded in the fact that 
‘ordinary’ unprotected coun¬ 
tryside will be excessively 
threatened by this new plan¬ 
ning document. 

This is due to the proposed 
presumption in favour of “sus¬ 
tainable” development. 

This essentially means that 
local authorities will be re¬ 
quired to ensure their plans 
are focused on economic de¬ 
velopment with little regard to 
whether the consequences will 
be sustainable or appropriate. 

Where a local plan is “ absent, 
silent, indeterminate or... out 
of date” they will be expected to 
grant planning permission. 

George Osborne recently 
said that the “default answer 
to development is ‘yes’” and 
the NPPF will require that 
this principle holds true re¬ 
gardless of how damaging the 
proposal is.

While many developers and 
the National Home Builders 
Federation will argue that the 
NPPF will help with the hous¬ 
ing crisis, it will not. 

This is simply because banks 
aren’t lending currently, and 
not because the market is un¬ 
der-supplied. 

The National Planning 
Policy Framework will simply 
lead to the decimation of many 
of our beautiful, historic and 
cherished landscapes for very 
little and potentially no gain, 
and this is why we must oppose 
it with all of our resources. 

After all, the last time an 
industry (banking) was insuf¬ 
ficiently regulated it led to one 
of the worst economic melt 
downs in history. 

Next time it could be worse.

MPs-stop 
the health bill 

An open letter to MPs Julian 
Brazier and Roger Gale. 

At the annual meeting of 
our forum last week, much 
concern was expressed in re¬ 
gard to the Health and Social 
Care Bill which is making its 
way through Parliament. 


We wish to express our deep 
concern about your govern¬ 
ment’s proposals in regard to 
so many aspects of this bill, 
and your support for it. 

Five hundred GPs have 
signed a petition for the bill to 
be withdrawn, and the medi¬ 
cal practitioners union said it 
is wrong when David Cameron 
says health service profession¬ 
als were “right behind” the so 
called “reforms”. The BMA, 
the Royal College of Nursing, 
the Royal College of Midwives, 
and many health care profes¬ 
sionals also oppose the bill. 

The changes to the bill have 
left it more complex, more 
costly and less likely to help 
the NHS meet the financial 
and service challenges it faces. 

The Government’s reasons 
for a re-organisation of the 
NHS, and claims the NHS is 
failing, and that its health 
outcomes are worse than com¬ 
parable countries need to be 
challenged. These claims have 
been refuted by people both in 
and outside the NHS. 

The Government denies the 
NHS changes are about priva¬ 
tisation but the majority of the 
bill is concerned with increas¬ 
ing competition within health¬ 
care, opening up the NHS to 


competition law and enabling 
“any qualified provider” to bid 
for contracts. 

Many of the providers look¬ 
ing to get contracts are private 
companies, including several 
from the USA. 

Already a number of 
commissioning groups have 
outsourced local commission¬ 
ing to US companies, and just 
today we read the Depart¬ 
ment of Health is considering 
handing over the running of 
up to 20 hospitals to overseas 
companies. 

Also, many of those advising 
the Government represent 
private health interests. 

Private health companies 
will be able to take new NHS 
commissioning groups to 
court if they don’t win con¬ 
tracts. Scarce public money 
could be tied up in legal wran¬ 
gles instead of hospital beds. 
Meanwhile, the legislation lifts 
the cap on NHS hospitals fill¬ 
ing beds with private patients. 

All of this supports the argu¬ 
ment being made by the BMA 
and many others that the bill 
aims to change the NHS to “a 
market-based healthcare sys¬ 
tem similar to that operating 
in the USA”. If this is the case, 
it would be a tragedy for us. 


Administrative costs in the 
US system are seven per cent, 
double that in the NHS. If we 
follow them down the road of 
a market in healthcare with 
increasing involvement of the 
private sector it will deliver less 
healthcare and cost us more as 
a nation. 

Improvements in healthcare 
are constantly needed, this 
has never been in question; 
but the NHS is capable of 
delivering such improvements 
and therefore it is hard to 
understand why such a radical 
reorganisation to the NHS is 
even being contemplated. 

Bearing in mind the concern 
across the country at the aims 
of this bill, we ask you to re¬ 
consider your support for it.

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Confusion over the 
index-linked choice 


A k I HAD intended to invest in 
H index-linked National Savings 
certificates, which you recom¬ 
mended, but on the Post Office website 
I found there are two different schemes. 
One is for three years and the other is 
for five years. I could invest in either, so 
which offers the best return? 

A Confusing, isn’t it? And to add to 
the confusion, neither of the two 
schemes you found is the one 
that I recommended recently - though 
I am sure lots of people will assume 
that because the Post Office is involved, 
the two index-linked investments must 
be backed by National Savings. So, 
here are the headline rates of return. 
The five-year bond from the Post Office 
will pay you the rate of inflation as 
measured by the retail prices index 
(RPI), plus an annual 1.5pc. The 
three-year bond is the same except 
that the annual top-up is 0.5pc. 
National Savings index-linked 
certificates run for five years and are 
linked to the RPI, and their annual 
top-up is also 0.5pc. So, on the face of 
it, the five-year investment with the 
Post Office is streets ahead. It has the 
same index-linking as National 
Savings, but offers lpc more than the 
National Savings top-up. However, 
this is not the whole picture. The 
bonds being marketed by the Post 
Office actually come from the Bank of 
Ireland and like any other bank 
investment, interest is taxable. But 
National Savings certificates come 
from the Government and the return is 
completely tax-free. This makes a 
huge difference if you are a taxpayer. 
For example, let’s suppose inflation is 
5pc, you invest £10,000, and you pay 
tax at the basic rate. The Post Office 
bonds would pay you a total of 6.5pc, 
or £650, less tax of £130, leaving you 
with £520. The National Savings 
certificates, on the other hand, would 
pay you only £5 50 - but you would 
keep the lot and lose nothing to the 
taxman. So, if you pay tax, choose 
National Savings. 

Q MY SON goes to university in a 
few years. I have an endowment 
policy that matures next year 
that 1 can put towards his fees. Please 
advise me on the best savings account 
to earn some interest until the money 
is needed, and on the best way to 
earmark it so it would not be part of 
my estate for inheritance tax, while 
not simply gifting the money to my 
son and risking it being used for other 
purposes. 

A WHAT you would like is to 
separate yourself from the 
money for tax purposes, yet 
retain control over it. A trust fund 
might achieve some of this, but legal 
costs would probably outweigh the 



gains. Or you could give the money to 
a trusted friend, with a nod and a wink 
to say you rely on them to see your son 
right. But suppose they disappear, or 
die and leave your money to someone 
else? Either way, there is a tax problem. 
If you make a major gift, you need to 
survive for seven years. Die sooner, and 
it still counts as yours for inheritance 
tax. As your son goes to university 
just a few years from now, you are 
already too late to beat this seven-year 
rule. Keeping the cash yourself will be 
far simpler. You could take out a small 
life insurance policy to cover inherit¬ 
ance tax, if that is a serious worry. 
Nobody can predict next year’s best 
savings account today, but if interest 
rates are still low, you could even 
consider premium bonds. Money would 
be easily accessible whenever fees are 
due, and you (or your son) might even 
strike it lucky. 

Q I HAVE a small pension pot from 
a previous job, and now I am 
now self-employed, I would like 
to use this to kick-start a self-invested 
personal pension (Sipp) plan, but 
charges look awfully high. 

CHARGES for Sipps vary 
enormously. Consider Alliance 
Trust (www.alliancetrustsav- 
ings.co.uk) or Hargreaves Lansdown 
(www.hl.co.uk). Both are at the 
cheap end of the market and ideal for 
modest sums. 


9 MY PARTNER and I applied for 
a mortgage to buy a leasehold 
flat, but were refused as the 
as only 60 years left. Do all 
banks have the same policy? 

A THE flat would be security for 
the loan and as the lease gets 
closer to running out, the 
lender’s security becomes worth less. 
That is why lenders are wary of short 
leases. As a rough guide, anything 
under about 70 years is hard to 
mortgage. A local mortgage broker 
may find you something. Alternatively, 
see if the freeholder might sell some 
extra years to add to the lease and then 
try again for a mortgage.

Buy now before heating oil prices rise 


PEOPLE who use heating oil to 
warm their homes and their water 
supply have been given a pre-winter 
warning to buy before prices rise. 

They have also been reminded 
of other tactics to reduce the cost 
of their next tank of oil, the price of 
which has shot up in the past few 
years. 

Households which rely on heating 
oil, often in rural areas, can join a 
group buying oil club to put pressure 
on suppliers to bring their prices 


down in return for a sizable order. 

But the key step is to stock up in 
late summer or early autumn when 
prices tend to be Lower and when 
suppliers are better able to deliver 
more quickly. 

Around 1.5 million UK households 
use heating oil as their primary 
source of heat, making it the most 
commonly used source of off-grid 
energy for heating homes. 

Gillian Guy, chief executive at 
Citizens Advice, said: "With the 


double hazard of another harsh 
winter predicted and the soaring 
cost of heating oil, we are concerned 
at the number of people we see 
who are anxious about staying warm 
through the freezing winter months, 
as many can't afford the high costs 
of heating bills. 

"Our evidence suggests the best 
way for people Living off-grid to get 
the best deal is to buy as early as 
possible, and join a collective 
purchase initiative Like an oil club." 


Pension fears of 
today’s employees

PENSIONS confusion has led people 
into a “crisis of confidence” as they 
consider their retirements. 

Employees are deeply concerned 
about the future, with only two out 
of five feeling they are doing enough 
to prepare financially for their retire¬ 
ment. Confidence about retirement 
prospects is lowest amongst the 21 to 
45-year age group, according to re¬ 
search by Mercer. 

Asked if their organisations were 
doing enough to help them prepare 
for retirement, only 35pc declared 
themselves satisfied, with the remain¬ 
der either unsatisfied or unsure. 

Jenny Condron, a partner at Mer¬ 
cer, said: “Concern about retirement 
is fuelled in part by media attention 
on pensions in the private and public 
sector and a raft of other social and 
financial pressures facing employers 
and employees. 

“Our report findings are interest¬ 


ing, yet contradictory. On the one 
hand, employees are happy with their 
company-provided plans yet they lack 
confidence about their own readiness. 
This may be related to age and finan¬ 
cial education. ” 

Senior managers are much more 
confident they are doing enough to 
prepare for their retirement com¬ 
pared with non-management staff. 

Senior management is also more 
likely to express satisfaction with 
company pension plans compared 
with non-management, and more 
likely to agree employers are doing 
enough to help them prepare for 
retirement. 

“There may also be age-related fac¬ 
tors at play here,” said Mrs Condron. 

“Younger employees are far less 
likely to feel secure about their retire¬ 
ment or to know what might be 
needed compared with older employ¬ 
ees who have years of preparation 
behind them. 

“Historically, people have tended 
to underestimate how much they 


need to save for retirement while 
overestimating what their pension 
plans will provide in real terms. Our 
report suggests that this optimism is 
ebbing. For employers, this lack of 
confidence should be addressed. 
Companies should communicate the 
excellent work that they do to sup¬ 
port their staff in their retirement. 

“Without this, businesses get too 
little value for their, often material, 
pension spend.” 

Ray Chinn, head of pensions at 
LV=, said: “Where possible, people 
should make as much provision for 
retirement as they can, through 
their own pension savings or other 
investments. 

“Those who will be impacted by the 
changes and do have their own pen¬ 
sions savings should consider taking 
financial advice to ensure they can 
maximise their retirement income 
and make up any shortfall in state 
pension, which could include options 
such as enhanced annuities, income 
drawdown or equity release.”

COMPANIES should not be afraid to ask banks to 
borrow cash according to representatives from 
Barclays who say they are “open for business”.

She said: “What we are looking for from busi¬ 
nesses which need finance is as simple as a sound 
business plan, which indicates to us it is a viable 
concern. Across the UK we want to support small 
and medium enterprises. We are empathic and 
we understand their needs. 

“There is a perception the banks are not 
lending money and we want to change that. 

“For instance, recently there was an off-the- 
cuff remark from a presenter on a prime time tel-

evision show who said ‘banks don’t lend’. 

“But that is simply is not true. We are open for 
business. We are a bank so we are about lending 
money.” 

Barclays is encouraging customers to attend 
its lending clinics which involve giving advice 
on what businesses need to prepare when they 
ask for money as well as finding out their specific 
needs. 

Barlabas said: “Although four out of five re¬ 
quests for loans are granted the doors are not 
closed to those we refuse.

JONATHAN Smithers, from CooperBurnett in 
Tunbridge Wells, has been named as chairman 
of the Conveyancing and Land Law Committee 
(CLLC) of the Law Society, a role he assumed on 
the opening day of September this year. 

The CLLC has a wide ranging remit centred 
around the review and promotion of improve¬ 
ments in all branches of land law and convey¬ 
ancing procedure, as well providing practical 
assistance and guidance to the profession. 

The Committee also responds to consultation 
documents from outside bodies, such as the 
Government and the Land Registry. 

“I am very excited about my new role and the 
opportunity it will give me to contribute towards 
the development of conveyancing practice 
during the three years of my appointment,” said 
Smithers. 

“The Conveyancing and Land Law Committee 
is one of the most important policy committees 
at the Law Society, as the work it undertakes 
is relevant to the overwhelming majority of 
solicitors’ practices.” 

Property law continues to develop and the 
liberalisation of the legal market in the coming 
years is likely to mean more competition, so the 
CLLC has an important role to play in making 
sure solicitors are able to provide the best possi¬ 
ble service to their clients. 

The Conveyancing Quality Scheme (COS), 
launched earlier in the year by the Law Society, 
has provided practitioners with an opportunity 
to demonstrate expertise. The Committee has 
played a central role in production of the 
documentation for the scheme and continues to 
provide advice as the scheme progresses. 

The CLLC includes a senior member of the 
Land Registry. 

“The Land Registry has gone through huge 
changes in the last few years, so our ability to 
talk directly to them and have an input into 
development of their policy, helps not only our 
members but also our clients,” Smithers said. 

“We are frequently consulted and asked to 
provide expert advice on new legislation. 

“Currently, for example, we are talking to the 
Government about the potential impact of 
the changes in the planning regime contained in 
the Localism Bill.” 



THE average person spends 10 hours a day 
being connected to the internet, results from a 
Plusnet Business survey have revealed. 

The study demonstrates how the demand for 
Internet access has increased, with just over one 
in 10 of those in Kent who took part saying that 
they need it to be able to update people should 
anything happen. 

Small businesses need to take note of the 
fact that just over half of respondents in Kent 
said that internet access, provided by businesses, 
is needed in public areas. More than a third of 
said that having access to wi-fi is a deal-breaker 
when deciding on a hotel, showing how much 
this can affect a business's bottom line.

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Government decision 
to relax equity-raising 
regulations may help 
cash-strapped SMEs

THE relaxation of equity-raising regulations will 
help cash-strapped SMEs, according to a leading 
local corporate finance adviser. 

Geert Struyven, corporate finance partner at 
Crowe Clark Whitehill, a leading national firm 
offering audit, tax and business advisory services 
with offices in Tunbridge Wells and Maidstone, 
said the amendments would be of huge benefit to 
Kent companies. 

Until recently, if a company wished to raise 
more than 2.5 million euros (£2.17m) through 
offering its securities for sale to potential 
investors, or wished to raise a lower amount but 
from a pool of more than 100 investors, it had 
to issue a prospectus in a form approved by the 
Financial Services Authority (FSA). 

Production of such a prospectus is a costly and 
time-consuming process and led to many SMEs, 
put-off by the potential costs and time involved, 


capping their fundraising activities at the 2.5m 
euro limit. 

In a move to stimulate growth, the Govern¬ 
ment has now doubled the fundraising threshold 
for a prospectus to be required, taking the ceiling 
to five million euros, and also increased the 
number of investors to whom an offer of securi¬ 
ties may be made before such a document is re¬ 
quired from 100m to 150m euros. 

Mr Struyven said: “These changes are particu¬ 
larly good news for SMEs, who should now be 
able to access greater amounts of equity finance 
more cheaply and effectively, and without 
necessarily having to consider a quotation on a 
public market such as AIM. 

“Companies looking to raise between 2.5m- 
5 m euros will still have to produce documenta¬ 
tion that is verified by their legal advisers and 
approved by an FSA authorised firm, such as 
Crowe Clark Whitehill, but the cost of producing 
such documentation should be significantly 
lower than that of producing a prospectus.”

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Project Search finds 
employment answer

A WORK programme aimed at 
easing students with learning 
disabilities into employment 
has celebrated the graduations 
of its first cohort. 

The Project Search scheme 
combines classroom learn¬ 
ing with work-based training 
and is run by Kent County 
Council’s Kent Supported Em¬ 
ployment team in partnership 
with Thanet College and East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

The programme is aimed at 
18-25-year-olds with learn¬ 
ing disabilities and is based at 
the Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother (QEQM) Hospital in 
Margate, where the youngsters 
learn skills in a wide range of 
different job roles. 

“We’ve had a successful first 
year and the programme has 
worked tremendously well,” 
said Kathy Melling, employ¬ 
ment development manager at 
Kent County Council. 

“To witness the personal 
growth of these young people 
has been fantastic, and you 
wouldn’t recognise them from 
when the course began. The 
graduation ceremony was very 
emotional and it was a box-of- 
tissues day for us all. 

“A lot of people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities have very low 
aspirations so it’s our job to tell 
them they will actually succeed 
in life. Having that sort of belief 
has actually helped changed 
them as people.” 

The Project Search pro¬ 
gramme was completed by 11 
young people, three of whom 
moved straight into a new job. 
The rest have all made signifi¬ 
cant improvements and will 
continue to receive support 
until they find employment. 

One of the graduates is a 
young autistic man named 
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Aaron, who chose to stop 
talking when he was a child 
and uttered his first words in 
years as a result of his time on 
the course. He now acts as a 
spokesperson for the group. 

Another named Elizabeth 
has Down’s syndrome and al¬ 
though she has not yet found 
employment, she can travel 
independently for the first 
time and has much higher as¬ 
pirations about what she will 
achieve in life. 

Thanet College’s additional 
learning support manager 
Jo Campbell said: “We have 
a large cohort of people with 
learning difficulties in the 
Thanet area, and people come 
to the college from other ar¬ 
eas in south Kent primarily be¬ 
cause over the years we have 
developed some very successful 
and innovative training pro¬ 
grammes for them. 

“But everyone has to be 
treated individually because 
people have their own needs 
and interests. Although the 
Project Search programme has 
proven very successful nation¬ 
ally, it’s just one way of sup¬ 
porting people with learning 
difficulties and will not be suit¬ 
able for everyone.

n Cecelia Johnson, like so many 
16 year olds across Kent, was 
anxiously awaiting her GCSE 
results this year.

Joe Bill meets Ethan Maltby, whose new show is about to hit the stage

starring in the West End in Grease. Getting 
people to see brand-new shows is hard.” 

So says renowned British composer and 
director Ethan Maltby, who brings his new 
musical stage show to his home county of Kent 
looking to storm a very competitive market. 

The 35-year-old is well known around the UK 
for his previous touring percussion show Noise 
Ensemble and he is now about to unleash 
Drumchasers on the world. 

He said: “There is not anything out there 
quite like it. It is kind of like a musical without 
singing, but drums instead. It’s basically a 10- 
piece percussion ensemble playing, but it has a 
story with characters set in another world. 

“It is slightly fantasy-based, but there is no 
dialogue. It features an ancient battle between 
two tribes of warring Drumchasers, which are 
this other worldly race of characters who only 
live to drum.” 

Maltby has also pulled off quite a coup by 
enlisting the services of a famous actor and 
comedian to voice a four-minute back story 
played during the musical. 

He said: “This is not a huge production - it’s 
independent, so I thought wouldn’t it be great 
to get someone to read the narration and give it 
more credibility. 

“People like to go to things that they can 
relate to. No one has ever heard of Drumchasers 
and no one has ever heard of me. Which is why 
we are really lucky Stephen Fry took pity on us 
for a very small amount of money and agreed to 
do it. 

“There is something about Stephen’s voice in 
this fantasy world that works really well. ” 

The Canterbury-based composer studied at 
Christ Church University, where he came up 
with his breakthrough musical Noise Ensemble 
in 2004. 

The show went on to play UK venues 
including the Southbank Centre and Wembley 
Stadium and on BBC’s Blue Peter as well as 
touring in Europe and Asia. 

He said: “I was teaching percussion at Christ 
Church after I graduated with a degree in film. 
Through this I was running a percussion 
ensemble, so my interest was both story and 
visually based as well as musically based. 

“We put together a group to do a show in the 
Canterbury Festival in 2000, and I developed 


that idea into a show which I wrote from 
scratch, called Noise Ensemble. That ended up 
touring for five years. 

“I was approached to put Noise Ensemble on 
again, but I felt it was lacking a story. People 
enjoyed the percussion, but they didn’t have a 
connection on stage and people like to be told a 
story and like to be moved and like to laugh. 

“So that’s why I came up with this world.” 

And Maltby believes the new concept has all 
the ingredients to become a West End mainstay, 
possibly dislodging other percussion shows like 
Stomp. 

He said: “The only dialogue is the four 
minutes of Stephen’s back story, so in terms of 


international market anyone could come and 
see it and understand what’s going on. 

“Hopefully this tour will bring more people in 
and take the show from strength to strength.” 

Maltby is also working on several other 
projects, including composing the score for a 
new feature film. 

He has also previously completed stints on 
Channel Four documentary Waste Man as well 
as composing the players’ ‘walk on’ anthems in 
the 2008 and 2009 FA Cup finals with his track 
FA Overture. 

Drumchasers begins its 15-date UK autumn 
tour on Tuesday, September 20, when it comes to 
The Orchard Theatre at Dartford. It then heads 


to Canterbury and the new Marlowe theatre. 

Maltby said: “I’ve had a couple of productions 
playing at the Marlowe over the last few years. 

“It is really nice of them to keep taking me 
back. To live in Canterbury and have the show 
come is always great -1 just hope it does well.” 
■ Drumchasers will appear at The Orchard 
at 7.30pm on Tuesday, September 20. 
Tickets start at £16 and can be booked at 
www.orchardtheatre.co.uk or by calling 
the ticket office on 01322 220000. The 
show heads to The Marlowe Theatre on 
Friday, October 28. Tickets are available 
from the ticket office on 01227 787787 or 
by visiting www.marlowetheatre.com.

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TALKING POINT 


T HE Coalition government’s 

planning reforms have been among 
its most divisive policy proposals so 
far. Led by Tunbridge Wells MP and 
local government and communities 
minister Greg Clark, the major 
changes have not only drawn criticism from the 
left and environmental activists, they have also 
struck discord within the Tory heartland. 

But, unlike the uproar over the planned 
forests sell-off which similarly outraged Middle 
England and core Conservative voters, the 
Government has ruled out a U-turn. 

The Draft National Planning Policy Frame¬ 
work aims to streamline the system, slashing 
more than 1,000 pages down to just 52. 

It also introduces a “presumption in favour of 
sustainable development”. 

This has led to concern and criticism from a 
growing alliance of environmental and conser¬ 
vation charities, including Friends of the Earth 
and National Trust, that the overhaul of the 
current system will lead to large-scale develop¬ 
ments springing up across the countryside. 

Min isters have said the change in planning 
laws is needed to boost economic growth and 
build more homes. 

The National Trust has urged its 3.7 million 
members, including 18,564 in Tunbridge 
Wells, to sign a petition and write to their MP 
to oppose the changes. Directors from the 
conservation charity, which is the largest in the 
country, met with Mr Clark last Wednesday 
(September 7) at the House of Commons. 

Dame Fiona Reynolds, the trust’s director 
general, has said the reforms could lead to 
“unchecked and damaging development in the 
undesignated countryside on a scale not seen 
since the 1930s”. 

External affairs director Ben Cowell, who 
also met with Mr Clark, said the trust was not 
opposed to growth that had strong local support. 
But he said stalled housing developments were 
caused by the economy, not planning. 

In Tunbridge Wells, for example, one of the 
town’s most notorious ‘grot spots’ the former 
cinema site has stood derelict for more 
a decade. The previous developer 
went bust after gaining planning 
permission for a mixed-use 
development of shops, housing 
and a hotel. 

The Conservative-supporting 
Daily Telegraph has waded into 
the row launching a Hands Off 
Our Land campaign to urge 
ministers to rethink the proposals, 
joining the National Trust, 

English Heritage and the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) in opposing the plans. 

After last week’s meeting, the National Trust 
emerged refusing to enter into any more talks 
with ministers until they have a statement from 
the highest levels of government saying the 
planning system does not exist to “principally” 
promote economic development. 

Meanwhile, Mr Clark was hopeful of placat¬ 
ing the objectors, saying: “The objective of the 
National Trust and my objectives are perfectly 
compatible. I believe a smaller planning system 
is needed to provide new homes for the next 
generation and we need to do it in a way that 
does not damage the natural environment. 

“Given both of us aim for these outcomes the 
best thing to do is go through in detail the 
framework, to look specifically at what their 
suggestions and concerns are.” 

The consultation on the framework continues 
until the middle of October and Mr Clark said he 
would respond to any “sensible” points raised. 
There will then be time to reflect on the results, 
he said, before it is considered by the select 
committee. It is due to become law in April 2012. 

Mr Clark has ruffled a few feathers locally as 
well as nationally. Protect Kent, the county’s 
branch of the CPRE which, like the National 
Trust has an overlap in membership with the 
Conservative Party, branded his comments that

the CPRE has objected to every change in 
planning policy since he could remember, 
“unprofessional”. After he said he didn’t think 
the Kent Greens could have read the frame¬ 
work, the party’s spokesman hit back insisting 
the consultation was based upon making 
development easier. 

Meanwhile, the Tunbridge Wells Conserva¬ 
tive Association has thrown its weight behind 
Mr Clark, who enjoys strong support in his 
constituency. The association’s officers wrote 
a letter to the Sunday Times in response to 
an article that suggested Mr Clark and the 
Government do not have the support of Tory 
members locally. 

“Greg Clark has always been a true 
champion of our beautiful local environment 
and opportunities for the next generation. In 
striving for these goals he and the Government 
have the wholehearted support of his local 
Conservative association,” they wrote. 

Talking about reports the planning reforms 
were causing a split among Tory supporters, Mr 
Clark said: “Everyone in Tunbridge Wells knows 
I’ve always been passionate about the environ¬ 
ment. I’ve always said that regional assemblies 
should not be imposing housing numbers that 


were not determined by local people. 

“Localism has been my crusade throughout 
all my time as MP for Tunbridge Wells. What 
we are doing with the planning system is giving 
power to local people, but making sure there are 
robust safeguards, making sure the green belt is 
protected, and natural and historical sites.” 

After the meeting with Mr Clark, the National 
Trust said in a statement: “We met with Greg 
Clark and he invited us to engage now in 
dialogue about the detail of the NPPF docu¬ 
ment. While we welcome this, we’re not 
prepared to enter into such talks until we have a 
clear statement, from the highest levels of 
Government, clarifying the planning system is 
not there principally to promote economic 
development. ” 

Their concerns were backed by celebrity chef 
Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall, who said new 
food growing spaces were desperately needed 
and in huge demand from communities. 

“We can’t allow Government to put new 
growing spaces at risk. It’s essential land is still 
allocated in cities, towns and villages for this 
purpose. We know people are desperate to grow 
their own food, so we must do everything we can 
to ensure they have the space to do so,” he said.

Book helps us to 
celebrate one of 
our literary greats

FEBRUARY 7 next year marks 
the 200th birthday of one of 
the legends of English litera¬ 
ture - Charles Dickens. 

For most authors the bicen¬ 
tenary of a birthday are pretty 
much irrelevant, but not one 
whose characters and phrases 
continue to live to this day. 

Creations of the writer, who 
was so strongly inspired by 
Kent, such as Oliver Twist, 
David Copperfield, Ebenezer 
Scrooge and Mr Pickwick have 
passed into legend - as have 
quotes from the great writer. 

“It is a far, far better thing 
that I do, than I have ever done” 
and “it was the best of times, it 
was the worst of times”, from 
A Tale of Two Cities - along 
with “annual income twenty 
pounds, annual expenditure 
nineteen six, result happi¬ 
ness. Annual income twenty 
pounds, annual expenditure 
twenty pound ought and six, 
result misery” from David Cop¬ 
perfield, are among the best 
known passages ever written. 

Writer Charles Mosley has 
put together a lavishly illus¬ 
trated guide to the author and 
his characters - called Charles 
Dickens: A Celebration of his 
Life and Work, published by 
Worth Press. 

As well as focusing on the 
novels it also looks into the 



role of Dickens as a social re¬ 
former and sets his work in a 
historical context. 

Each novel is examined, with 
character details and a story 
summary. Maps feature loca¬ 
tions connected with the writ¬ 
er and his work both in Britain 
and across the world 

As the book states: “Above all 
it celebrates his very existence. 
As a good birthday should.” 

The Rochester area was the 
inspiration for many of Dick¬ 
ens' greatest works. Restora¬ 
tion House in the town was 
Satis House in Great Expecta¬ 
tions, where the magnificent 
Miss Havisham lived. 

Charles Dickens spent five of 
his childhood years in Medway 
from 1817to 1822. 

Gad’s Hill Place was the 
country home of Charles 
Dickens, where he lived for 13 


years until his death in 18 70. 

Dickens first saw the estate 
when he was nine years old 
and his father told him if he 
worked hard enough, he might 
one day own such a place. 

After his success, the writer 
heard it was up for sale and 
turned Gad’s Hill into his coun¬ 
try home, entertaining many 
of his literary friends such as 
Hans Christian Anderson and 
Wilkie Collins there. 

Surrounding the River Med¬ 
way are the marshlands that 
appear in Great Expectations, 
although they are described 
as around the Thames in the 
book. 

The Saxon Shore Way, be¬ 
tween Hoo and Upnor, influ¬ 
enced the eerie marshes where 
some of the book’s action is set 
while Cooling Church is the 
location of the famous open¬ 
ing scene, where Pip visits the 
graves of his family. 

The little lozenge shaped 
graves which Pip stood beside 
can still be seen now. 

Charles Dickens stayed at 
Bleak House in Broadstairs, 
formerly known as Fort House, 
periodically throughout his 
life. He fondly called it his 
‘airy nest’ and the mansion 
was the inspiration for his nov¬ 
el, Bleak House. 

In his study overlooking 
the sea, Dickens wrote the 
greater part of the novel 
David Copperfield.

Food festival continuing to 
tickle public's taste buds 


N OW in its third year, the 

Broadstairs Food Festival is 
proving to be a big annual 
attraction for the seaside town. 

The event, which includes

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Stunning views 
that would not be 
out of place on a 
postcard can be 
enjoyed on a walk 
that takes in the 
Darent Valley Path 

T his is a popular walk with 

photographers and you may wish 
to take your camera along and 
capture the striking views that 
await you across the valley. 

From the Lullingstone Roman 
Villa car park, enjoy the invigorating walk up 
the hillside along the Darent Valley Path. When 
nearing the top, take a little time to turn back 
and enjoy the views across the river towards the 
village of Eynsford. 

You will notice the impressive red-brick 
viaduct that carries the Swanley to Sevenoaks 
railway line and you may also catch a glimpse 
of Lullingstone Castle. 

Following the pathway you will soon come 
across the Eagle Heights Birds of Prey Centre. 
The centre is one of the largest in the country, 
housing more than 50 species. Glance skywards 
as you pass by, as many of the birds can be seen 
soaring over the valley during the centre’s daily 
demonstrations. 

The route gradually descends towards the 
floor of the valley through the fields that have 
supported generations of local farmers since the 
Romans first settled near the River Darent. 

Lullingstone Roman Villa is thought to have 
been first established around 7 5 AD and is 
thought to be one of the best-preserved exam¬ 
ples of Roman remains in Britain. Like many 
buildings, the villa grew with successive oc¬ 
cupants; additions included a heated bath-suite 
and an underground pagan ‘cult-room’. 

The villa reached its peak of luxury in the 
mid-fourth century, when a lavish new dining 
room was added, complete with two excellent 
mosaics that can still be seen today. If you have 
time, the villa is a great place to visit and find out 
more about the rich history of the area.

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Green Yeti on the Loose

HAVING pursued a safe but sure route to new 
popularity that has won umpteen UK customer 
satisfaction awards, Skoda appeared to make 
life hard for itself by launching the Yeti SUV in 
2009. 

Great name, but great expectations we all 
thought; if you name a car after the mythical 
Abominable Snowman then you might expect it 
to go to any inhospitable wastes you choose. 

Truth is, Skoda’s Yeti - even in 4x4 format 
- is no such beast. But it’s still a tough charac¬ 
ter, underpinned by tried and tested powertrains 
and technology from parent brand VW. 

Priced from just £14,830, it has been a huge 
succes, gathering many other awards apart 
from those Skoda customer gongs, but how does 
this Skoda SUV - in its funky chunky pseudo 4x4 
style body - fare in Skoda’s supposedly emascu¬ 
lated Greenline eco format? 

Without resorting to needless written emissions 
or literary consumption - it responds brillantly. 

When eco cars started to appear just a few 
years ago on their skinny, overly hard-wearing 
tyres and with silly economy-driven gear ratios, 
many keen drivers saw themselves losing the 
will to live. 

However, even this high riding, front-wheel 
drive only SUV eco champion - surely a multiple 
contradiction in terms - is a pleasurable drive. 

In most normal driving situations you will 
not find yourself hankering for much more from 
a chassis that grips and responds well to driver 
input, despite a high and fairly boxy body - the 
high ‘command’ driving position offers great 
visibility without the cornering lean suffered by 
many lofty vehicles. Acceleration is a respect¬ 
able 12.1 seconds from 0-60mph. 

But even if you do find yourself dwelling on 
that or any other shortcomings, you can com¬ 
fort yourself with the knowledge that this Yeti

version costs a negligible £30 a year in road tax, 
and should average around 60mpg - a point I 
proved on a family jaunt from Kent to Somerset. 

So sure-footed is the Yeti that we rarely missed 
4x4 - our family motor is a Toyota RAV4 - in 
the wilds of the Glastonbury area. 

The Yeti is also a good car to live with during 
this kind of long-term exposure: 

The five-door design is more upright and prac¬ 
tical than the Nissan Qashqai crossover - its most 
obvious rival - but looks classy and robust. 

The cabin shows an unfussy yet durable style 
that is typical Skoda and impresses at the brand’s 
usual value for money price point. 

It’s well-organised and equipped with clever 
storage such as the collapsible boot bin and use¬ 
ful hooks - the depth of thought at design stage 
is quite obvious and typical of the Czech brand. 

Ride and comfort is excellent and the rear 
seats rake for extra lounging appeal or accom¬ 
modation of a child seat. 


Rear legroom is exceptional even when those 
in front are greedy, and the three rear chairs 
can be tumbled and arranged individually a la 
MPV, or even removed for varied and ultimate 
load capacity. 

With it’s tall back end and high lift tailgate 
cum rain shelter, the Yeti is also an excellent 
makeshift grandstand cum picnic station. 

Personally, I would still opt for the 4x4 ver¬ 
sions to get the extra grip that goes with the 
styling but, make no doubt, the Skoda’s SUV 
looks disguise a car that is every bit capable of 
competing in the new crossover arena or tack¬ 
ling MPVs head on.

New Motorbase driver on 
bumper Rockingham grid

SPECULATION surrounding Mo¬ 
torbase Performance’s plans to run 
a third car in the British Touring 
Car Championship (BTCC) was fi¬ 
nally ended this week when the 
Kent team unveiled Michael Caine 
as their new driver. 

A season dominated by Mat Jack¬ 
son’s fight for the drivers’ champi¬ 
onship has also been filled with ru¬ 
mours about who would take the 
third seat at Motorbase, competing 
in the BTCC as Airwaves Racing. 

Caine, 42, who tested the Air¬ 
waves Ford Focus at Brands Hatch 
last week, has twice finished run¬ 
ner-up in the Porsche Carrera Cup 
GB since joining Wrotham-based 
Motorbase in 2006. 

Team principal David Bartrum 
said: “Michael Caine is the longest- 
serving Motorbase Performance 
driver, so we know him as good 
as we will ever know any other 
driver. 

“Michael does everything he 
can for the team; he’s a Motorbase 
team player through and through 
and is the perfect team-mate to 
drive alongside Mat [Jackson] and 
Liam [Griffin]. 

“The team and Michael are un¬ 
der no illusions that he’s taking 
on a particularly tough task at the 
hardest point of the season, but 
with his personality he will be a 
great addition to the BTCC. I know 
a lot of people want to see him have 
this chance so I hope that all the 
fans will give him the support he 
rightly deserves.” 

Caine’s first taste of the series 
comes at Rockingham this week¬ 


end, with Airwaves looking to ce¬ 
ment their place at the top of the in¬ 
dependent teams’ championship. 

“It’s an opportunity that I 
thought would never ever arise and 
I’m delighted,” he said. “I just hope 
that I can represent Motorbase and 
the sponsors in the correct manner 
to deliver the results that the team 
deserve and support Mat and Liam 
with their challenge for the cham¬ 
pionship.” 

The addition of Caine to the 
BTCC grid may have dominated 
the headlines at Motorbase this 
week, but the focus for Jackson re¬ 
mains firmly on closing the gap to 
Gordon Shedden and Matt Neal at 


the top of the standings, following 
a disastrous race day at Knockhill 
in the last round. 

Jackson, 30, returned from the 
Scottish circuit with only one point 
to show for his efforts and the 30- 
year-old now faces an uphill strug¬ 
gle if he is to keep alive Motorbase’s 
dream of overhauling the Honda 
Civics of Shedden and Neal in the 
title race. 

A deficit of 23 points is not un¬ 
assailable, with nine races still to 
come, but Jackson will almost cer¬ 
tainly need both of his rivals to slip 
up if he is to catch them. 

The Rockingham grid is set to 
feature 27 cars this weekend, the 


largest number in the BTCC since 
1994. Among them will be Dart- 
ford’s Tony Gilham, back in action 
after losing his seat at 888 Racing 
due to a lack of sponsorship. 

The 3 2-year-old was not in¬ 
volved at Knockhill, but has now 
teamed up with Geoff Steel Racing 
and will drive a normally-aspirated 
BMW this weekend, with the team 
hoping to switch to a turbo engine 
before the end of the season. Gil¬ 
ham made a promising start to the 
season, scoring six points in the 
first nine races, although his last 
top-10 fi n ish came back in May. 

The first of Sunday’s three races 
gets under way at 11.30am.

The initial agreement with 
The R&A, which also covers 
Glasgow Gailes Links, Hillside, 
and Woburn is for four years, 
when the process will be 
reviewed. 

The accolade is the Latest 
boost for the club, which is the 
venue for two other prestig¬ 
ious tournaments in the near 
future. 

Next year they have the Car¬ 
ds Trophy, England's Under- 
18 strokeplay championship, 
while in 2013 the Amateur 
Championship returns for the 
first time since 1982.

Empty promises 
give Open golfer 
debt headache 

WITHIN weeks of appearing at The Open Cham¬ 
pionship, Andy Smith is struggling to make ends 
meet after assurances of financial backing made 
at the tournament fell through. 

The 26-year-old provided one of the most 
intriguing stories in the build-up to the tour¬ 
nament when he stunned experienced tour 
professionals to come through qualifying with a 
set of borrowed clubs in his first tournament in 
months. 

Although he missed the cut at Royal St 
George's, the exposure led to several offers of 
sponsorship which Looked set to give him the 
security to play regularly again. 

The reality has been very different as the 
Maidstone golfer has found the offers dry up 
since the tournament in July. 

Smith has played three events on the Low 
profile Alps Tour in recent weeks, making one 
cut, but admits without the added funding since 
The Open, it is tough. 

He said: "I’m still struggling for sponsors. 
There were a lot of promises made at The Open 
which haven't come to anything. It's a massive 
worry because I'm in quite a bit of debt at the 
moment." 

The focus is on earning a place on tour for 
next season. Smith heads to Italy Later this 
month for the start of the European Tour's 
qualifying school, a three-stage process which 
sees hundreds of hopefuls attempt to gain a 
place among the elite. 

Another option would be to try his Luck in the 
United States. After playing a practice round at 
The Open with Rory Sabbatini the South African 
offered to pay for Smith to enter qualifying 
school for the PGA Tour in November, which is 
one promise which Looks set to be kept.

Take the oath 

AROUND a decade ago the Kent 
League waged an unwinnable war 
when it declared a zero tolerance 
policy on bad language in a bid to make its 
grounds more family friendly. 

That intention was laudable enough. 
Average gates were so pitiful that at¬ 
tendance statistics were exaggerated. A 
minimum figure of 50 was published, as 
if this would somehow spare a club from 
embarrassment, even if the number of 
paying customers was often far lower. 

At some grounds the crowds were 
almost entirely made up of relatives of 
the playing staff, with the limited number 
of paying customers almost exclusively 
white and male. 

In a bold but doomed bid to broaden the 
fan base, it was decided to crack down 
on abusive language. And, as with most 
zero tolerance strategies, it died on its 
backside. The policy singled out the weak¬ 
est clubs for punishment. Swearing born 
of frustration will inevitably increase in a 
struggling side and in one game Canter¬ 
bury City, bottom of the table at the time, 
were reduced to seven players. 

It also failed to distinguish between 
heat-of-the-moment obscenity and far 
more sinister forms of intimidation, either 
verbal or physical. 

Higher authorities than the Kent FA 
are still trying to strike a balance. Wayne 
Rooney was banned for three games after 
he swore into a microphone last season, 
but escaped retrospective punishment 
after his elbow somehow ended up in 
Wigan's James McCarthy's face, on the 
surreal grounds the referee had seen the 
incident. 

The message that sends out is swear¬ 
ing is a more heinous crime than violent 
conduct and it hasn't had any impact on 
offensive behaviour. 

Earlier this season the atmosphere at 
an otherwise competitive Ryman League 
derby featuring two Kent clubs was 
soured when the respective managers 
began openly abusing each other in full 
view of the main stand, thinly disguising 
their exchanges as banter. 

A few years ago I sat in the press box at 
another Kent ground while directors were 
discussing a group of baseball-hatted 
urchins loitering behind the goal. 

The consensus was their language was 
unacceptable. Unfortunately at that exact 
moment their central defender blundered 
and his partner screamed an obscenity at 
him that echoed around the ground. 

Most children are smart enough to 
know this isn't the kind of language you'd 
repeat in a classroom - Nick Hornby 
wrote that as an adolescent he real¬ 
ised swearing was tacitly accepted in 
football grounds when it clearly wasn't 
elsewhere. And perhaps that's because 
trying to eradicate swearing in football is, 
to paraphrase Martin Sheen, Like handing 
out speeding tickets at the Indy 500. If you 
were able to sit through England's last 
World Cup campaign without ut¬ 
tering an oath, I'd suggest you're 
either a monk, or a Scotsman.

Pools move 
still sinking 
in for Jack

shock move to Hartlepool United 


FROM Faversham Town’s reserve 
side and the rigours of sixth-form 
studies to a life-changing week in 
the north-east and a dream ticket 
to the world of professional football, 
Jack Baldwin has had quite a year. 

Just two months ago, the 18- 
year-old was finalising arrange¬ 
ments for the start of his sports 
therapy course at the University of 
Kent in Medway, but everything 
was about to change. 

Baldwin was spotted playing in 
Ryman Division One South with Fa¬ 
versham last season by a Hartlepool 
United scout, and was soon offered a 
trial with the League One club. 

However, a knee injury, sus¬ 
tained in the final game of the sea¬ 
son, looked to have set him back at 
the worst possible time and when 
a pre-season trial with Gillingham 
ended in disappointment, Baldwin 
could have been forgiven for think¬ 
ing his chance had passed. 

However, as he describes, his 
remarkable tale was only just the 
beginning. 

He said: “Unfortunately, [Gilling¬ 


ham manager] Andy Hessentha- 
ler said he didn’t think I was quite 
ready for League football yet. Al¬ 
though, he said that if I still wanted 
to go to uni and train with them, I 
could. 

“I’d got my place confirmed, I’d 
applied for my accommodation and 
my loan was sorted out. I came up to 
Hartlepool for a week, I trained and 
played a few games and I didn’t need 
to go back to Gillingham or to univer¬ 
sity because I was successful. 

“The manager [Mick Wad¬ 
sworth] said ‘we’d like to offer you 
a contract’ and I said ‘great’. It was 
all amazingly quick. ” 

That Baldwin was even in the Fa¬ 
versham side when the Pools scout 
visited Salters Lane would have 
seemed unlikely at the start of last 
season. 

An under-18 player at Cha¬ 
tham Town, he was persuaded 
to head down the A2 and try his 
hand with the Lilywhites’ re¬ 
serves, before a spate of injuries 
to more senior players prompted 
manager Justin Luchford to give

him a chance in the first-team. 
Baldwin said: “They helped me so 
much in terms of my fitness and 
what I could be doing to improve. 

“As a young lad, to go to a semi- 
pro outfit like Faversham and get 
games was very good for me. 

“I was on the bench for quite a bit, 
getting 20 minutes here and there. 

“It wasn’t the best way to be 
drafted in, because of injuries, but 
when I stepped in, people were 
watching, so I suppose I was in the 
right place at the right time.” 

Baldwin is having to grow up 


quickly, living more than 250 miles 
from his hometown of Barking, Es¬ 
sex, although in former Newcastle 
United and Peru midfield general 
Nolberto Solano, he could scarcely 
ask for a better mentor on the train¬ 
ing pitch. 

“He’s really helpful to the young¬ 
er lads, he’s always got positive 
words and ways to help us develop 
our game,” he said. 

“There are a few new faces this 
season, so there’s not really a lot 
of pressure on me being the only 
new one.”

Gills strike it lucky with Nouble signing

THE hunt for a striker to boost Gill¬ 
ingham’s firepower finally came to 
an end this week with Frank Nouble 
arriving on loan from West Ham. 

The 20-year-old agreed an initial 
one-month agreement on Thurs¬ 
day and was expected to make his 
debut in Saturday’s trip to Hereford 
United. 

Nouble, a former Chelsea appren¬ 
tice, has a decent pedigree, making 
15 appearances for the Hammers 
in the last two seasons. He is also fa¬ 
miliar to loan spells, appearing for 
Swansea City, Barnsley and Charl¬ 
ton Athletic last season. 

The move was at least in part 
down to Ian Hendon, who left the 
coaching set-up at Gillingham this 
summer to take up a role as West 
Ham’s development coach. 

Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler 
said: “[Nouble] is a quick one, so 
he will bring something different 


to the side. He has good experi¬ 
ence and been around a few clubs 
already on loan. I think he should 
slot in nicely alongside Danny Ked- 
well and hopefully bring a few goals 
to the club. 

“Frank has an excellent pedigree 
and comes to us from a proper club 
and I would like to thank West Ham 
and Ian Hendon for helping us out 
on this one. Frank needs games and 
hopefully we can help him, like we 
helped Cody McDonald last sea¬ 
son.” 

If Nouble can make half the im¬ 
pact McDonald did Gillingham 
would be delighted. The striker 
netted 2 5 goals while on loan from 
Norwich City last season, finishing 
as the club’s top scorer. 

The move will have come as 
something of a relief to Gillingham’s 
fans and staff alike. The club have 
spent two months searching for a 


replacement to fill the void left by 
Adam Birchalks long-term injury. 

Earlier in the week Hessenthaler 
revealed the club had made a failed 
bid for Oxford’s Jon-Paul Pittman, 
who opted to join League Two rivals 


Crawley Town on loan instead. 

Gambia international Njogo 
Demba-Nyren also featured in a tri¬ 
al game this week, but Nouble looks 
a far better option as a partner for 
Kedwell.

THE great pink ball experiment contin¬ 
ued to divide opinions amongst Kent’s 
players, staff and members during their 
historic final game of the season. 

The first ever championship match 
under lights was played at the St Law¬ 
rence Ground in Canterbury this week, 
bringing a rather surreal end to the 
2011 cricket season. While it was a 
first for the four-day game played un¬ 
der floodlights and with a pink ball, the 
start time of 2pm and finish at 9pm also 
took some getting used to for the play¬ 
ers, staff and supporters. 

The general consensus was that 
there could be a future for champion¬ 
ship cricket under lights, despite it be¬ 
ing branded by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board as merely a trial for Test 
cricket. If you believe that you’ll believe 
anything. 


As for the experiment, the lights be¬ 
haved as they pretty much have done 
all season and are proving to be a key 
feature of the St Lawrence redevelop¬ 
ment. The same can’t be said of the ball. 
And yet again it’s the Tiflex at the cen¬ 
tre of the storm. 

The Kent players have been highly 
critical of the Division Two ball all sea¬ 
son, so one last chance to really give it a 
hammering is hardly surprising. 

It was used in the first innings and 
at times was difficult to pick up from a 
spectator’s view. It was superseded by 
the Kookaburra in the second innings, 
which retained its colour for longer. 

Kent’s director of cricket Paul Far- 
brace found his view changed during 
the course of the game, but was consist¬ 
ent on the use of the Tiflex ball. 

“The Tiflex went so soft and the play¬ 
ers have described it as like hitting a 
stone,” he said. “It’s soft on the outside 
with a hard centre, so when it hits the 


pitch it stays in there. It’s pretty much 
a thumbs down on the Tiflex but the 
Kookaburra is a much better ball. 

“It’s been an interesting experiment 
and I have moved around a bit with my 
view on it. When it was first suggested 
I quite liked the quirky idea of it, then 
the closer we got to the game I thought 
‘I’m not too sure’. Now I think it’s quite 
a good idea, although I’m not sure play¬ 
ing it last game of the season is great. 

“I just wonder whether there might 
be an opportunity during the course of 
the season to have two rounds of cham¬ 
pionship games under lights. I think 
you might need to have them more in 
the middle of the summer, why not let 
the lights kick in?” 

Stand-in skipper Geraint Jones was 
far from impressed and doesn’t see the 
concept being used in the near future. 

“The Tiflex needs some work because 
the colour is not ideal,” he said. 

“Once it got scuffed it became more of 


an off-white pinky colour rather than 
a brilliant colour. We’ll see, it’s an ex¬ 
periment and whether it’s for us in the 
northern hemisphere as a way forward, 
I’m not sure. It strikes me as more of 
a southern hemisphere thing when 
there’s less daylight hours.” 

While keen to explore new ways of 
attracting supporters to the game, the 
club’s chief executive, Jamie Clifford, 
said the decision to play the game at 
short notice more than played its part. 

He said: “Going back to the decision to 
do it, the one thing that annoys me was 
that it was so late in the day which puts 
us in a difficult position as a county. 

“I would say a fifth of the members 
haven’t come and it’s a shame not to 
have them here and if there is anything 
I regret it’s how it’s left them.” 

During lunch on the second day, 
Azhar Mahmood was presented with 
his award after being voted Kent’s play¬ 
er of the year.

Kent School Games to be expanded in Olympic year 


THE third Kent School Games (KSG) 
begins later this year with organisers 
expecting it to build on previous suc¬ 
cesses which have made it a model 
nationwide. 

More than 550 schools took part 
in the second games last year, with 
30,000 young people participating 
in what is believed to be the largest 
event of its kind in Europe. 

Double Olympic champion Dame 
Kelly Holmes and Hugh Robertson, 
minister for sport and the Olympics, 
are among its high-profile supporters 
and helped it gain wider recognition. 

As part of the build-up to the Lon¬ 
don Olympics next year, all counties 
in England have been encouraged to 
copy Kent’s blueprint and hold their 
own versions. 

Heats for the third KSG are due to 
begin in November. The structure has 


had several changes from previous 
years, mainly around the finals days. 

Formerly condensed into an in¬ 
tense period in the summer, the new 
system will see different sports reach 
their climaxes between February and 
June. 

The size has again expanded, with 
90 events in the finals compared to 
63 last year. New venues will include 
the soon to be completed Cyclopark 
at Gravesend, which will stage a host 
of cycling events incorporated into 
the KSG for the first time. 

Chris Hespe, head of sport, leisure 
and the Olympics at Kent County 
Council, said: “There’s just so much 
enthusiasm for it and other sports 
want to be involved. 

“It’s very difficult to say no, so 
there’s a momentum here which is 
driving the games to be bigger. 


“As we have held two in the past 
there’s a system in place for the deliv¬ 
ery but we don’t think in future the 
finals will be much bigger because 
there’s a limit to our capacity.” 

The long-term intention is for all 
school sport in Kent to be part of 
the KSG, even intra-school house 
matches. 

Before then organisers will make 
the most of the county’s links with 
the Olympics. Youngsters competing 
in finals days at venues in Canterbury 
next summer may be cheered on by 
elite athletes, with Nepal’s Olympic 
and Paralympic squads agreeing to 
attend events while they are in the 
area for pre-Games training camps. 

More commitments from other 
teams coming to the county in 2012 
are expected to follow in the next few 
weeks.
